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D R. I, B. RILEY 

For many years the students 
will remember with cordial appre- 
ciation the visit of Dr. William 
Boll Riley, pastor of the First 1 
Baptist Church, Minneapolis , 
Minnesota, and the talk he made 
in Chapel on Thursday, January 
sixteenth. 

The northwestern pastor and 
professor spoke on one of his fa- 
vorite subjects, "The Scientific 
Accuracy of the Scriptures" . Us- 
ing the first chapter of Genesis, 
which ho declared still to be the 
"storm center of modern criti- 
cism", Dr 0 Riley went through the 
chapter verso by verse, giving a 
running commentary of it. 

He declared that it was not 
until comparatively recent times 
that scientists realized such 
present-day common truths as wat- 
er 1 s being cons bant ly present in 
the atmosphere, the seas* being 
connected, and the sun f s being 
larger than the mooruall of which 
are set out in Genesis i. 

In prefacing his remarks Dr. 
Riloy spoke at length of his 
friendship with the late Common- 
er and mentioned throughout his 
address Mr* Bryan * s fight for the 
fundamentals of Christianity. 

Dr* Riley, who was introduced 
by Dr. Currens (Professor of Bi- 
ble at Bryan), was brought to 
Dayton by Dr. C. F. Clark, pastor 
of the Highland Bark Baptist 
Church of Chattanooga, where he 
was holding a conference.
